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Garbage deal still in works

It could be another two or 
three months before a deal is 
finalized between the town and 
a private contractor for garbage 
pickup in Didsbury. 

“Negotiations are continu¬ 
ing," said Didsbury's Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer Mike 
Storey, last week. 

Town council had hoped to 
turn the garbage deal over to 
the contractor, Just-Jo-Ken 
Disposal, sometime in January 
but because of the time nec¬ 
essary to iron out all details, it 
could be March before it hap¬ 
pens. 

Coun. Neville Marshall of 
council's public works commit¬ 
tee, said the idea of going 
private is to cut costs.

Town of Didsbury 
employees should look good in 
the public eye, town council 
decided last week. 

As a result, council adopted 
a personal appearance policy 
for all municipal employees. 

It doesn't mean that gar¬ 
bage collectors will be ex¬ 
pected to wear tuxedos, said 
Chief Administrative Officer 
Mike Storey. 

“The policy calls for 
everyone to present themselves 
in a neat, businesslike manner, 
keeping the image of the town 
in mind,” said Mr. Storey. "It 
will call for them to pay atten¬ 
tion to personal hygiene and 
dress." 


The cost of disposal will 
decrease for the town while 
freeing up two town trucks and 
manpower. 

The current residential rate, 
$12 every two months, is not 


expected to change. 

The contractor and town 
are also hoping to work out a 
deal for commercial garbage 
pickup currently handled by 
town crews as well. 


Didsbury has one of only 
three landfills still operational in 
the County of Mountain View. 
The county's waste manage¬ 
ment authority is continuing its 
efforts to come up with a 


suitable regional landfill site.

Gasoline prices 
remain volatile

Gasoline prices have dipped recently at service stations 
in the County of Mountain View, although they still remain¬ 
ed higher than Calgary and Edmonton. 

Prices in Calgary have been in the 45.9 cents-per-litre 
range for the past few weeks. Just over two weeks ago, the 
pump price in Didsbury dropped from 52.9 to 48.9. 

In Edmonton, motorists were paying 44.9 for a litre of 
regular unleaded gasoline. 

Petro-Canada's public affairs manager for the western 
region, Rocco Ciancio, said "market forces" had driven the 
price down in Calgary and Edmonton. 

But he said there were signs the price was going up again 
in the cities. 

"Some stations were up to 49.9 today [Dec. 6]," Mr. 
Ciancio said. "From both a company and dealer standpoint 
we'd like to get the price back to a reasonable level where 
both the company and the dealer can make a fair profit." 

By selling in the 45-cent range, the return was "negligi¬ 
ble" in some cases, he said. A "reasonable" price would be 
in the 53 cent range, but he conceded it was "a very volatile 
market." 

As of Dec. 6, prices in the local region looked like this: 
Didsbury, Olds, Sundre, all 48.9; Carstairs, 47.4; Cremona, 
47.6.

Everyone knows the federal government of Canada is broke 
and desperate. But do they have to start getting the goods on peo¬ 
ple through weekly newspapers?

Federal farm aid 


Applications for the Prairie 
grains and oilseeds component of 
the $800-million federal farm aid 
package announced Oct 10 will 
be in the mail this week to 
producers in Alberta, Saskatche¬ 
wan and Manitoba that held a 
valid 1990-91 Canadian Wheat 
Board permit book 

The announcement was 
made by Agriculture Minister 
Bill McKnight, Grains and 
Oilseeds Minister Charles Mayer 
and Minister of State for 
Agriculture Pierre Blais 

The package is the second 
phase of the Farm Support and 
Adjustment Measures (FSAM) 
program announced by the 
federal government last April 
Known as Farm Support and 
Adjustment Measures II (FSAM 
II), the program on the Prairies 
provides assistance to producers 
who resided in Alberta, Saskat¬ 
chewan or Manitoba on Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1990 and who planted 
crops for harvest in 1990. 
Payments will be based on 
Canadian Wheat Board (CWB) 
permit book data for 1990-91 
When combined with other 
government support, grains and 
oilseeds farmers will receive $3.4 
billion in payments over the next 


few months. 

A short personalized appli¬ 
cation form containing data from 
the individual producer's 1990-91 
CWB permit book will be mailed 
directly to producers Once the 
producer has verified the infor¬ 
mation, he or she simply signs 
the form and returns it by mail to 
Agriculture Canada for process¬ 
ing. 

Payments will be made in 
two parts, with most producers 
receiving first instalments begin¬ 
ning in late December. Final 
instalments will be mailed 
beginning in April 1992 

Eligible producers that did 
not hold a Canadian Wheat Board 
permit book in 1990-91 may 
request an application by contact¬ 
ing the FSAM II administration 
office

Premier Don Getty, Trea¬ 
surer Dick Johnston and Labour 
Minister Elaine McCoy an¬ 
nounced recently a broad pro¬ 
gram of expenditure control 
aimed at reducing the cost of 
government. Specifically, a sal¬ 
ary freeze for M.L.A.'s and top 
government officials and a 
12-month hiring freeze for 
non-unionized civil service em¬ 
ployees has been implemented 

Like the private sector, the 
government has not been im¬ 
mune to economic realities and 
these tough measures are the 
result of a re-examination of our 
financial commitments. Salaries 
and allowances for M.L.A.'s, 


Ministers' and the Premier will 
be frozen for the next 2Vi years. 
As well, the compensation for 
executive assistants, all senior 
government officials and mana¬ 
gers, including deputy ministers 
and the heads of agencies, 
boards and commissions will be 
subject to a 12-month freeze 
starting immediately. 

While approximately 3,700 
officials will be effected by the 
wage freeze, it does not apply to 
the government's unionized em¬ 
ployees whose compensation is 
dealt with through the collective 
bargaining process Moreover, 
the salary freeze will not apply to 
"opted out and excluded classifi¬ 
cations and positions" pursuant 
to section 21 of the Public Service 
Employee Relations Act This 
group of non-management posi¬ 
tions is comprised of profession¬ 
als who have opted out of union 
representation, plus technical 
and administrative classes such 
as personnel officers, budget 
officers and ministerial steno¬ 
graphers. 

A Iso effective- immediately is 
a 12-month hiring freeze which 
will effect all provincial govern¬ 
ment permanent positions. While 
exemptions will be considered in 
exceptional circumstances, they 
will first need to be reviewed 
individually by the Treasury 


Board 

Finally, a freeze on opera¬ 
tions spending will be put into 
effect for the remainder of the 
1991-92 fiscal year Discretionary 
travel and hosting budgets of 
every government department 
and agency will be cut by 25% for

Currently, there are over 60,000 Alberta drivers 
with their driving privileges suspended. Studies 
suggest that a significant portion, up to 65 percent, 
of these drivers illegally operate a motor vehicle 
during their suspension period. 

It’s time to get tough and bring this to an end! 
Under the Motor Vehicle Administration Act, the 
Alberta Solicitor General and the province’s 
police services are cracking down. Driving with a 
suspended licence could cost you a fine of up to 
$2,000, or a jail term of not less than 14 days, and 
your vehicle will be impounded for 30 days. 


Vehicle seizure will also apply to individuals 
who knowingly lend their vehicles to drivers 
under suspension. These vehicle owners can also 
be fined up to $2,000, or jailed in default of fine 
payment for up to 14 days.

Fall moisture picture dry 


Provincial soil moisture con¬ 
ditions before freeze up were dry 
again this fall says an Alberta 
Agriculture soil moisture special¬ 
ist. 

Moisture levels were dry or 
extremely dry in 82 per cent of 
the agricultural area of the 
province says Allan Howard of 
the conservation and develop¬ 
ment branch The assessment is 
based on actual sampling of 
stubble fields between October 1 
and 24, analysis of rainfall data, 
and additional information on 
local variability and changes from 
district and regional staff be¬ 
tween the sampling dates and 
November 1. 


"Over half of the agricultur¬ 
al area in the province, including 
virtually all of the eastern half of 
Alberta is extremely dry," he 
says. This zone extends east to 
central Saskatchewan and west 
through north central Alberta to 
High Prairie and Valleyview It 
also includes the western portion 
of the Peace River region. This 
very low moisture rating means 
little or no available water is 
present in the soil, and if these 
conditions persist intospring, the 
risk of crop damage from drought 
is high. 

Low soil moisture levels 
exist in most of the areas west of 
Highway 2 he adds. This area has 


usually been in the medium or 
high category. A low soil 
moisture level rating means the 
soil reservoir is less than half full 
"Conditions this fall were a 
repeat of 1990," says Howard 
"Dry weather frum July through 
October resulted in little or no 
replenishment of soil moisture 
reserves." He adds the fall of 
1990 was the driest recorded 
since moisture surveys began in 
1982, and this fall was nearly as 
dry as last year 

The exceptions to the dry 
conditions are scattered through¬ 
out the province Most of these 
areas are rated in the medium 
category with moist subsoil 


between 45 and 75 cm These 
areas include central and north¬ 
ern portions of the Peace River 
region; a small area south of 
Crande Prairie; an area from 
Mayerthorpe southwest through 
Edson and Hinton to the Rocky 
Mountains; and, a portion of 
central Alberta from Sedgewick 
west through Rocky Mountain 
House with a narrow band 
extending north along Highway 2 
to Edmonton. 

One small area, northwest of 
Falher, is rated in the high 
moisture category. 

Howard notes soil moisture 
levels can increase by 20 to 40 per 
cent between November 1 and 


seeding next spring Overwinter 
precipitation is the major factor, 
but its effect also depends on fall 
moisture levels, local soil and 
topographic conditions, extent 
and timing of precipitation, 
timing of snow melt and the 
ground thaw period 

"Based on past records, the 
prospects for moisture recovery 
over the winter are good for 
western areas, and not as good 
for eastern areas or the central 
Peace region," says Howard 
"However, early snowfalls across 
the province are encouraging, 
and spring snow and rain can 
improve soil moisture conditions 
considerably."

GST for Vehicle Trade-Ins 
Planning to trade in your 
pickup on a new 4 X 4 for 
Christmas? Great idea, but be 
sure you understand the GST 
rules for vehicle trade-ins or you 
may be in for some surprises. 

George Monner, our Region¬ 
al Farm Economist in Fairview 
passes on the following advice. 

Some auto dealers are still 
putting farmers, and possibly 
others, in the following position 
Here is an example of what 


may happen when a farmer 
trades in the farm truck: 

The invoice reads: 

New truck cost: $13,000 
Trade-in value on used 
truck: $10,000 

Difference: $3,000 
GST on new truck: $910 
Net paid by farmer to Dealer 
= $3,910 

The farmer may think that 
he pays the $3,910 and gets a 
GST refund check for $910 and 
the deal is done for a perceived 
net cost of $3,000 

What some farmers may fail 
to recognize is that they will have 
been deemed to collect $654 20 
($10,000 x 7/107) from the car 


dealer on the trade or sale of the 
truck It is the responsibility of 
the business selling a vehicle 
(farmer) to collect the GST from 
the purchaser (car dealer). If it 
isn't specified otherwise, then it 
will be assumed that the trade-in 
value includes any GST payment 
Therefore, the actual cash cost of 
trade to the farmer is $3,654.20. 
Car dealers (as well as others 
who may buy used goods for 
resale as part of their normal 
business activities) get their GST 
refund on the purchase of any 
vehicle that is bought for resale 
even if they do not have to pay 
this amount to the seller (as 
would be the case if they

Trade-in value on used

Difference: $3,654 20 
GST on new truck: $910 
Less GST on trade-in:

Net paid by farmer to Dealer 
= $3,910 ($3,654 20 + $910 00- 
$654 20). 

For GST purposes, the 
farmer will report $654.20 GST 
collected, and $910 as GST paid 
for a net refund of $255 80. As a 
result, the cash cost of the trade 


to the farmer is $3,654.20 ($3,910 
- $255.80). 

It is interesting to note the 
cost difference of the trade in 
either situation is the same 
However, the impression of the 
farmer on what he is being paid 
for his vehicle is considerably 
different If the farmer does not 
realize that he must pay the 
$654.20, he will think the cash 
cost to himself is $3,000 That is, 
until he is audited and has to 
come up with the $654 20 of GST 
he unknowingly collected on the 
sale of the truck. 

Before you sign on the 
dotted line, make sure you know 
the real cost of the trade.

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Pork seminar focuses on industry challenges 

Five areas that will ** ^ 


. areas —. . 

challenge pork producers in the 
future will be on the discussion 
table at the 1992 Banff Pork 
Seminar January 21 through 24. 

"The seminar is divided in¬ 
to sessions dealing with topics 
in areas we believe will be im¬ 
portant to the successful pro¬ 
ducer," says Fred Schuld, head 
of Alberta Agriculture's pork 
and poultry branch and the 
chairman of the seminar's 
organizing committee. 

The broad subject categor¬ 
ies are feed and water quality, 
herd performance, marketing 
and industry infrastructure, 
housing alternatives and im¬ 
proving breeding herd manage¬ 
ment. Recognized experts from 
Canada, the United Kingdom 
and the United States will ad¬ 
dress specific topics within 
those categories. 

"One of our international 
speakers will lead off the first 
session by looking at the impact 
of feed and water quality on 
swine welfare and productiv¬ 
ity," notes Schuld. Peter Brooks 
will also discuss European de¬ 
velopments in housing systems 
later in the conference. Brooks, 
based at the Polytechnic South 
West in the United Kingdom, 
has an international reputation 
as a leading researcher in swine 
nutrition, production and wel¬ 
fare. He also writes a monthly 
column in a British pig farming 
magazine. 

Another U.K. speaker at 
the seminar is Paul Toplis, 
technical marketing director for 
the United Kingdom's largest 
piglet diet manufacturer. A 
world authority on swine nutri¬ 
tion, Toplis will present "Feed¬ 
ing for 30 kg. in 60 days." 

An American swine special¬ 
ist will also share his expertise 
at the conference. Cary Dial, a 
professor and extension veter¬ 
inarian at the University of Min¬ 
nesota, will discuss record- 
based performance analysis, in¬ 
tegrated management and eco¬ 
nomic considerations, and also 
take part in a panel discussion 
on performance. Dial was in¬ 
strumental in developing "Pig 
CHAMP," a computerized 
swine record system. He is also 
currently president of the 
American Association of Swine 
Practitioners. 

Three Alberta Agriculture 
specialists will also speak at the 
seminar. Swine veterinarian 
Carry Finell will discuss bio¬ 
security, or safe sex in a farrow 
to finish operation. Regional 
specialists Bert Dening and 
Irene Wenger will work with 
producers on presentations 
related to alternative housing. 

Professors Frank Aherne 
and George Foxcroft of the 
University of Alberta's depart¬ 
ment of animal science are also 
on the program. 

Schuld notes one change 
from previous seminar is the 
coordinating body. The Univer 
sity of Alberta's department of 
animal science has taken over 
responsibility for running the

A & W coming to Olds 


Look out Olds, the A & W 
Rootbeer Bear is heading your 
way, set for a new restaurant 
outlet opening around mid- 
March. 

That's how long Jim Hadley 
is guessing it will take for his 
new A & W restaurant along 
Highway 27 to be finished. 
"We're working on it all right 
. . . it's all been surveyed and 
staked out but the hole hasn't 
been dug yet. I'm sure hoping 
for sometime this spring, but it's 
important to stay realistic about 
these things.” 


That theory has done Had¬ 
ley well in the food and 
hospitality industry. Since mov¬ 
ing to Rocky Mountain House 
from Didsbury 20 years ago, 
Hadley's successfully run a 
previous fast food hamburger 
operation and a hotel. 

Now, he and his wife are 
back in the Olds district ready 
to try working at a franchise he 
feels will sell itself. "A & W is 
trying to hit the market with a 
top grade food product and 
quicker service than some of 
the other chains around. I have 


a lot of faith in the kind of foods 
being sold here . . . the public 
will be getting value for their 
money," Hadley says. 

But starting up a restaurant 
outlet the calibre of A & W in 
Olds is actually quite a com¬ 
plicated process, one Hadley 
says has no definite hard and 
fast rules. "The parent com¬ 
pany looks at the town and tries 
to get a feeling for what kind of 
food services the people will 
likely want. They also look to 
make sure there's enough in¬ 
terest in this kind of place from

Ostriches make home in Sundre area

Large, feathered creatures 
with long, graceful necks have 
taken up residence in the West¬ 
ward Ho area east of Sundre. 

Esper and Jackie Espersen 
have started an ostrich ranch. 

Since acquiring Mister Ed 
and Mimi in September (they 
were purchased at Invermere, 
B.C.), the Espersens have add¬ 
ed to their daily routines, caring 
for the largest living birds in the 
world. 

And anxiously awaiting for 
Mr. Ed and Mini Mimi to mate 
and bring their first offspring in¬ 
to the world. 

The ostrich is native to 
South Africa and is a rare sight 
in this area, although a few 
other ostrich ranches have also 
sprung up recently. 

The Espersens, like every¬ 
one else, are into raising them 
for breeding purposes. Because 
there are so few in Canada, 
they can't be raised for meat, 
hides or feathers, all of which 
are valuable commodities. 

"Their numbers have to be 
up to 50,000 before you can get 
into those areas," explained 
Jackie. 

And while 50,000 may 
seem like a lot, the average pair 
of ostriches can produce 90 
eggs a year. 

Mister Ed and Mimi are 
about two years old and are 
ready to begin breeding. 

The Espersens have built 
them a comfortable shed in 
which to live and a large pen 
for exercise. They need lots of 
room for this activity. Although 
they don't fly, they can reach 
speeds on their powerful legs of 
up to 45 miles per hour.

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New leather goods shop in Didsbury

When the owners of one of 
Didsbury's newest businesses 
were looking for a location, 
they decided this town offered 
the best opportunity for their 
leather goods shop. 

For one thing, there were 
lots of horse owners in this area 
and there was no other leather 
goods shop between Calgary 
and Red Deer. 

"We just decided this was 
it," said Gary, one of four part¬ 
ners in Awl Leather Works, 
located at the back of Checker 
Auto Parts in downtown Dids¬ 
bury. "We thought Didsbury 
was the ideal spot for a leather 
workshop." The shop 
specializes in saddles and tack 
repair, including replacing 
broken trees and restoration. 

Gary and Marilyn, along 
with Gary's brother Sonny and 
Linda, have a lot of experience 
in the leather goods trade. "We 
all have our share of things to 
do, everyone pitches in," said 
Sonny. 

Gary has been practicing 
the trade for more than 30 
years. 

At Awl Leather Works, he 
and Sonny specialize in making 
saddles. "We can build a sad¬ 


dle in about two weeks and we 
can repair anything," they say. 

All saddles, the western 
variety is stressed, are custom- 
built accordinging to the cus¬ 
tomer's specifications. 

And the owners said their 
saddles don't take a back seat 
to anyone. "They're the best in 
the world," said Sonny. 

These tradesmen can also 
make great chaps. And, for the 
horse itself, they make fine hob¬ 
bles and other basic tack. 

Gary and Sonny both have 
backgrounds in rodeo too. As a 
result, they are most familiar 
with horses' and riders' needs. 
Gary was a bareback rider for 
some 14 years and spent five 
years trying to figure out which 
a way a bull would turn. 

Besides rodeo, both Gary 
and Sonny were involved in 
chuckwagon racing for a 
number of years, working more 
mostly as outriders.

Trumpeter swans making comeback 


During the last 90 years. 
Trumpeter swans in Western 
Canada have made a dramatic 
comeback. From a small rem¬ 
nant flock of less than 100 
swans, there are now about 
2,000 Trumpeters summering 
in Canada. Many initiatives 
have been taken to ensure the 
Trumpeters' future. These in¬ 
clude winter feeding programs, 
the provision of special sanc¬ 
tuaries, captive breeding and 
reintroduction programs. 

The Friends of Elk Island 
National Park Society is leading 
a multi-agency partnership to 
bring back the Trumpeter swan 
to Elk Island National Park and 
surrounding area. The goal of 
the project is to establish ten 
breeding pairs of Trumpeter 
swans in and around Elk Island 
National Park by 1996. 

Recently, the Friends com¬ 
pleted a one year funding drive 
which resulted in approximate¬ 


ly $10,000 being obtained from 
local public and corporate 
donors. Environment Canada's 
Environmental Partners Fund is 
contributing $28,500 over the 
next two to three years. Mr. 
Robert Bateman and his 
publisher, Mill Pond Press, 
have agreed to contribute 
$25,000 per year for five years. 

Other project partners in¬ 
clude Alberta Fish and Wildlife 
Division; World Wildlife Fund; 
Alberta, Recreation, Parks and 
Wildlife Foundation; the City of 
Camrose and the Camrose 
Veterinary Clinic. 

The many partners co¬ 
operating in this project will en¬ 
sure that adequate numbers of 
this magnificient bird can be 
relocated to Elk Island during 
the next five years. Due to the 
recent return of three adults 
from their southern Idaho 
wintering area, the spring 
release of four yearling

to habitat destruction and 
predation, only 127 Trumpeters 
were known to exist in 1933. 
Today, through international 
and local conservation efforts 
over 16,000 Trumpeter swans 
exist in the wild. The Trumpeter 
swan is no longer considered in 
danger of extinction. 

The most serious threat to 
the continued well being of the 
Trumpeter swan is the loss of 
habitat resulting from the con¬ 
tinued expansion of human

populations and their activities. 
But with increasing public 
awareness and concern for the 
sustainable use of our wildlife 
heritage, it is hoped that more 
rational land use planning will 
prevail. 

There are two native 
species of swans that migrate 
through Alberta - the 
Trumpeter and Tundra swans. 
Adult Trumpeter swans are very 
large, white-feathered birds 


with black legs and feet. 
Trumpeters have a red line on 
the lower bill, and feathers on 
the upper part of their necks 
often become stained orange as 
a result of feeding in areas rich 
in iron salts. The male swan 
weighs an average of 12 
kilograms, while the female is 
slightly smaller, averaging 10 
kilograms. Wingspan may 
reach as much as three meters. 
Young swans or cygnets can be 


distinguished from adults by 
their grey plumage, their 
yellowish legs and feet and, un¬ 
til their second summer of life, 
their smaller size. The Tundra 
swan is similar in appearance to 
the Trumpeter swan, but is 
smaller. Tundra swans 
sometimes have a small yellow 
patch below their eyes. The 


deep, resonant trombone-like 
call of the Trumpeter is quite 
distinct from the higher pitched 
whistle of the Tundra. 

Environment Canada's 
Canadian Wildlife Service has 
the mandate and responsibility 
to insure the Trumpeter swan is 
restored to its former breeding 
range in Canada.

On Dec. 25, AGT expects to 
complete about 723,000 long 
distance calls, up six percent 
from 683,000 long distance calls 
placed last year. 

Christmas is one of the 
busiest calling days of the 
year--second only to Mother's 
Day. (More than 776,000 Moth¬ 
er's Day calls were placed in 
1991 ) The average length of a 
call on Christmas Day and 
Mother's Day is about eight 
minutes. The average length of a 
call on a normal business day i* 
about three minutes. 

To handle the large volume 
of calls, 252 AGT long distance
